Her death resulted from 
internal injuries sustained at about 
5:30 o'clock Sunday evening when 
the wheel of an automobile, driven 
by her mother, passed over her 
body. 
Coroner Frank E. Nangle 


of Paw Paw conducted an inquest 
at the Preston funeral home to- 
day following which the jury re- 
turned a verdict 
of 
accidental 


death. The jury was composed of

Fallstrom, Mrs. Katherine Haef- 
hger, Miss Lois Coppins and Alyce 
Bo rt. 


The accident took place at the 


home of a neighbor. Otis Boyer, 
who resides about a quarter of a 
mile from the Trader home. The 
testimony at the inquest indicated 
that Mrs. Trader and some of the 
children had gone to the Boyer 
home last evening and some of the 
children jumped out of the car 
•which had stopped on a sloping 
driveway. The victim of the ac- 
cident was one of the children to 
leave the car and running around 
the rear to the opposite side, was 
believed to have fallen and rolled

as

slope on which the car was stand- 
ing, caused the machine to roll a 
short 
distance 
and 
the 
wheel 


passed over the small body.

causes, she said. 


Principal reliance, she advised, 


should he placed on prevention. 
She recommpndpd immediate iso- 
lation if cases appear and closing 
and renovation of the obstetrics 
department. 


The Illinois cases, she reported 


were marked by lack of appetite, 
drowsiness, 
listlcssness, 
weight 


loss, feeble cry, occasional vom- 
iting, distention and diarrhea. As 
the disease develops, the infant 
becomes dehydrated, loses weight 
rapidly, goes into 
shock, 
with 


acidnsis. coma and collapse of the 
blood circulation and dies. 


Sometimes a remission may be 


sulficiently striking that the in- 
fant appears well and is allowed 
to go homo, only to relapse, and 
din-. An autopsy .shows changes 
in the brain, spleen 
and 
lym- 


phatic systems.

Boston, 
with atomic-energy after physi- 
cians had given up all hope of sav- 
ing the child.

try have been hit by a shortage 
of nurse*;. Many have been forced 
to leave beds empty, close down 
entire wings, and in some cases, 
shut operating rooms. 


In New York city alone, 1.253 


beds aie empty 
because 
there 


aien't enough nurses to go around. 
Michigan could use another 4,001) 
women in white. The picture is 
pretty much like that over the 
county, with an estimated 485.000 
nurses needed, and 300,000 avail- 
able. 


It's an oversupply of patients, 


lather than a sudden drop in the 
number of nurses ready for duty 
that's to blame, says Mary M. 
Roberts, editor of the American 
Journal of Nursing. 


At the moment, Miss Roberts 


says, there are about 300,000 reg- 
istered nurses available, less some 
16,000 still in the services. Five 
years ago. the figure was 290,000 
nurses.

with the hospital's patient list— 
the American 
Hospital 
Associ- 


ation estimates an increase ol 
220,544 patients admitted in 1945 
over the 1944 tally—and it be- 
gins to be apparents why there 
aren't enough nurses.

vention governing control of the 
straits.

The Yugoslavia we have been 


seeing these past few days isn't 
the old Yugoslavia we used to 
know—-the gallant little friend be- 
side whom we fought in two world 
wars. 


Of course the Yugoslavs always 


have been two-fisted fellows m de- 
fending 
their 
rights, 
but it's 


against their nature to break the 
bond of friendship once given. I've 
toured their fine county—visited 
their trim farm-houses and partak- 
en of the honey and water prof- 
ferred as a token of hospitality— 
admiied their Yankee sewing ma- 
chines which provided a pndeful 
link with the great Uncle Sam — 
discussed harvests and cattle with 
their thrifty farmers. And always 
it was the same—cordial friendli- 
ness. 
That was the old 
Yugoslavia. 


But now, as this column remarked 
earlier in the week, a strange and 
hostile element has been injected 
into the country. 


One cannot believe that the loyal 


and friendly nature of the average 
Yugoslav has been changed over- 
night. Indeed, that thought is sup- 
ported by the statement made yes- 
terday by Captain William Crom- 
bic. of East Longmeadow, Mass , 
pilot of the L". S. Army Uansport 
forced 
down o\er Yugoslavia a 


foitnight 
nun 
by gunfire 
from 


Yugoslav fighter planes. The crew 
and pa-sbc-iiKurs of the 
transport 


weie assigned a Yugoslav captain 
as liasion man and of him Captain 
Crombie said 
"He treated us so well that be- 


fore we left we bought him a silver 
cigarette case". 


Totalitarian Dictatorship 


So the old spirit of friendliness 


still lives in Yugoslavia— perhaps 
in the majority of heaits. However, 
the < ountry is in the grip of a to- 
talitarian 
dictatorship which has 


piorlaimed a new political code of 
regimentation. Under that code 
the individual acts as the govern- 
ment electees He isn't supposed to 
think, but onlv to obev. 


The dictatorship ordered hostile 


demonstrations against 
unarmed 


American transport plants. Some 
i if our boys likelv aie dead in order 
that thepc demonstrations might 
be made. 
In discussing th<» possible reas- 


ons for Mai shall Tito's hostility, 
our column piexiously pointed out 
that Yugoslavia is very much m 
Moscow s pocket. It struck me 
that at least one reason for the 
Yugoslav < hicf s action was to im- 
press on the United 
States 
and 


other western allies that outside 
interference wasn't welcomed m 
the great Sla\ic bloc of which Yu- 
goslavia is an important unit. 


We can take that thought a step 


further. 
.N'o matter what may he 


the final \\oid regarding the as- 
vatilt on t'nr le Sam, and the Amer- 
ican ultmatum to Tito, this much 
we can SHV no\\ 


Two \\orlds—Not One" 


Marshal Tito has painted with 


the naming- red of danger the line 
of demarcation between the Rus- 
sian-dominated 
bloc 
of eastern 


Enrope and the \\estern democrac- 
ies. 
Close 
observer? knew, of 


course, that this division existed— 
that tw> 
definite divisions had 


grown out of the great post-war 


realignment of power—but a lot of 
folk have been living in the wish- 
ful thought that the barrier might 
be lowered. 


Now Tito has made it plain that 


such hope' is vain—at least at this 
time. 
There are two worlds—not "one 
world". 
There are two wayg of 


political life—and they have very 
little in common. 


They have so little in common, 


indeed, that many countries have 
found it impossible for totalitarian 
communism and 
western democ- 


racy to exist side by side in the 
same countyr. 
One or the other 


had to go. 


Still your correspondent, 
while 


fully recognizing the dangers (and j 
they are grave), declines to surren- 
der to abject pessimism. Although 
it's true 
that 
communism and 
western democracy can't success- 
fully amalgamate into one govern- 
ment, there 
is no reason 
why a 


communistic country and a west- 
em democracy shouldn't live side 
by side without going to war. 
That is, they can unless one of 


them is bent on 
converting 
the 


other by strong-arm methods.

ulation of Ducks Makes 


Restrictions Needed 


Chicago,—(AP)—When 
dawn 


breaks over the sloughs, marshes 
and passes on the opening day of 
waterfowl season, Oct. 5, hunters 
will be brought face to face with 
the smallest daily bag limit in his- 
tory- 
Regulations governing the 1946 


season prescribe that the daily bag 
limit may be not more than seven 
ducks, with the possession limit 
twice the daily limit, or 14, in a 
45 day season in all #ones. 


The" reduction of the bag limit 


from ten daily and 20 in possession 
is simply a matter of protecting 
the duck population, which has 
declined to a dangerously low 
level, Albert Day, director of fish 
and wildlife of the department of 
interior, said today. 


"We have come to the point 


where it is necessary tnat we be 
assured of enough breeding stock 
for the years to come," Day said. 
"The reasons back of this season's 
decrease in bag- and possession 
limits are simple. Lack of moisture 
in the Dakotas and the Canadian 
prairie provinces during the nest- 
ing season prevented ducks from 
bringing out a full hatch and over- 
shooting during the past two sea- 
sons reduced the number of birds 
from 125.350,000 in 1944 to 80,000,-
